The sp eak ers were introduced by 
May or C. O. Graves, of Nevada, 
who ex erted himself throug hout the 
day in ex tending courtesies to his 
g uests. 
Mr. 
H astain 
m ade 
a 
cap ital 
sp eech in every sense of the word, 
using short anecdotes, ap t similes 
and p atriotic ex p res'uons to enforce 
his subject. 
H e was received with 
g reat attention and frequently a p ­ 
p lauded. 
Mr. Silver followed with his rea­ 
sons why the cap ital should remain 
at Jefferson City . 
They are well 
k nown by frequent usag e and con­ 
sist mainly of a distrust in the busi­ 
ness ability of Gov. VV. J. Stone; 
p rofess a belief in the leg al weak - 
r» ess of the sup reme court, and wind 
up wifh a p lea for the commercial 
interests of Jefferson City that is 
entirely sentimental. ^ 
Mr. 
H astain used his final ten 
minute talk to sp lendid advantag e 
by reading the g overnor’s p roclam a­ 
tion and then in a few terse sen­ 
tences, denounced the introduction, 
of p ersonal p olitical questions and 
the twisting of well k nown 
facts 
that had been so freely indulg ed in 
in by Mr. Silver. 
H e concluded quick ly and was at 
once surrounded by a larg e crowd 
who early g rasp ed his hand and as- 
surred him of their cordial sup p ort 
for cap ital removal. 
The nex t joint debate between 
these g entlemen has been arrang ed 
for and will tak e p lace at El D orado 
Sp ring s on July 20.

the lan d can be taken by law in 
spite of private opposition an d used 
for an y public purpose; or, on the 
other han d, an y real estate that 
may have been occupied for an y 
public purpose 
for 
a 
lon ger or 
shorter time, an d from whatever 
source the title may have come, 
when ever public policy deman ds it, 
can be vacated by law an d the site 
for which it was used tran sferred to 


some other locality, an d n o on e be 
respon sible for the loss that an y 
private citizen may suffer. 
But it seems that our frien ds on 
the ban ks of the Big Muddy can ’t 
see it that way. 
They tell us that 
the Un ited States gave the lan d to 
the state, free, gratis, for n othin g, 
provided the capital city was built 
upon it, but whether there were an y 
other con dition s in volved in the gitt 
I can ’t say, an d it matters n ot on e 
whit if there were. 
The state 
might have accepted 
the gift of that lan d from the Un ited 
States on 
the con dition that the 
capital should be located there to 
the en d of time; an d, further, the 
lan d might have been accepted an d 
the title con firmed by a majority 
vote of the people of the state. 
Yet in spite of all this, when ever 
a legal majority of the people de­ 
clare, through the ballot box, that 
the capital shall be removed to an ­ 
other place it will be don e, an d the 
Un ited States can n ever regain the 
lan d, or the people residin g on said 
lan d can n ever legally collect on e 
cen t damage off the balan ce of the 
state. 
An d whv? 
Simply because 
the Un ited States, by gift of lan d or 
otherwise, n or a majority of stale 
in 1820 can n ot con trol an d thwart 
the sovereign power of the majority 
in 189 6. 
Hen ce the raw head an d bloody 
bon es scarecrow con jured up by the 
people of Jefferson City about the 
Un ited States takin g the lan d back 
an d the en ormous damage the state 
will have to pay them if the capital 
is removed is n ot on ly absurd, but 
don ’t amoun t to a hill of bean s.
